STEAMER v. SUNK. 
Evidenco waa continued in the ease in which 
the ateamer Eclair aned licoused oargo-junk 


‘No. 711 for damages arising out of 9 collision | 


on 5th Novombor, 1902, in Capeuimun Pass. 
Mr, EB. H. Sharp. ‘K.C. (ine racted by Mr. 
Paget Hett of Mersrs, Mounsey & Bratton, 
solicitors), appeared ‘for the plaintiff, and Mr, H. 
E. Pollock, K.C. (instrnoted by Mr. F. X. 
@’ Almada o Castro, solicitor), for the defendant. 
His Lordsbip in delivering judgment said the 
facts were undispated that a collision occurred 


between the junk and tho steamer near the 
entrance to Capsuimun Pass. It was equally 
olear that in the ordinary course of things it 
was the daty of a sieamet to keep out of the 
way. of » sailing-ship. ‘In order to fucilitate 
the parformanca of that duty on the part of a 
steamer, the Merchant Shipping Act provided 
that every junk when it i< ander way ehall have 
displayed’ a white light clearly visible all, 
round at a height of not less thin ten.fest 
from the water. It ueed hardly be said 
that on o dark night if a junk went suil- 
ing along without any light it was almost 
impossible for steamers to perform the duty 
thrown npon them in the first place of keep- 
ing cut of the way of sailing-ships. They 
could not always keep out of the way 
of a thing which wos not seen witbin a reagon- 
able distance or yntil almost the moment of 
isi Calculating from the joint speeds at 
which the steamer and the junk were travelling, 
the evidence of the Helatr people was that they 
did not see the junk until somethiog like 25 or- 
3 seconds before the collision. On the other 
hand the jank people said they saw the sieamer’s 
white and red lights sbout 1,600 yards off but 
did not see the bull of the steamer until 490 
yards off, If the junk people saw the lightsof the 
steamer they knew the pruci e spot to look for 
her hull. ‘The question resolved itself into this : 
was there or was there not a light on the juok ? 
Of. six witnesses from the steamer, four stated 
definitely that there way no light on the junk, 
aud their evidenve was partially corroLorated by 
the other two, who, however, were not: looking 
out before the collision. Three people from the 
juok stated that there waa a light on the junk. 
Uno of theso was the seaman who looked after 
the lights; he ssid that he hoisted it himself 
and that two people told him to boist it that 
night. His Lord-hip was inclined to think 
that this last statement was an afterthought 
and an. exaggeration, and that this man 
was not’ speaking truly. As o jury, his 
Lordship enid, he would be inclined on the 
whole to find in favour of the steamer, 
for he could not help thinking that, if 
there hod been o proper light on the junk, 
the people on the steamer would have seen 
it eurlier than they did. His assossor and 
himself found that there was no light on the 
junk. Now, this cuse was differentiated from 
other cases by an extraordinary state of things. 


-{| When. the steamer went after the jnnk and 


picked her up, the people on board the steamér 


"pd hat. thes: bad not the slichlest right to do 
-| and what laid therm open to 1 very heavy penalty 


under the Shipping Act. Their whole conduct 
wos. extremely bully-ragging and improper. 
Thoy had a'perfoct right to Iny by the junk, 
to shadow her, and then to take any action they 
might think proper when they got back to 
Hongkong. Bat instead of that the steamer. 
people weut on board the junk and tied her, ap 
to the steamer and towed her to Hongkong. 
The towing was not-so bad, as, althongh the 
junk people objected to it at firs', there was 
latterly a sort of consent on the part of the 
junk people. But the steamer people had no 
right to go.on board whatever. Then there 
came an extraordinary ‘pussaze in the 
osse which he thorght wos unique ia his 
experiences. The junk people positively said 
that when the steamer people cume on boar! 
the junk one of them, o man in authority, said, 
“ Pull down the lighted lamp from the masthead 
and. wa will say that they had oo light,” 
‘wo witnesses said they: heard this said. He 
was bound to say. that he did. not believe the 
story, for it would be such an ewful oriwiual 
act that he conld not convict a man at all on. 
such evidence. It seemed to him gressly 
improbable. Lt was jnst possible that a wicked 
mau tight pull down tho lamp ander such 
circumstances but he wonld ba an arrant fool as. 
well 8 a scoundrel were he to proclaim it before 
the crew and the numerous passengers on both 
vessuls. “His assessor and himself agreed, cach 
acling asa separate and independent juryman, 
that there was no light on the jank. He 
was going to mark his sense of the wrongful 
action of the steamer’s people i going 
on board the junk ond doing what they

In the first place, Port Arthur feels 
that it must have a special bavk; aod thanks - 
to the untiring efforts of General Aloxioff, it 
will soon have. two, a Bank of Commerce ond 
a Bank of Agriculture, The Russian Bank 
of Foroign Commeres is to opon a branch 
there, which will enable Russian enterprise . 
to obtain the credits which it has hitherto 
songht in vain, and thus compete on equal 
terms with foreigsers. Andther bank, the 


Jurolarsko-Kostromskoi Ziémiélaoi Bank, pro- 


poses to lond money on the security of lund ond 
bui'dings at Port Arthur, which will enable the 
landed proprietors in the now town to proceed 
with their buildings, which they huve’ bien 
unable to do hitherto from want of capital, 
The establishmont_of these banks will perhaps 
be consicered o natural development ; but we go 
on to read that it has been discovered that 
foreign fire insurance companies hare beon 
doing a large business, by means of travelling 
or resident agents in the Peningula, without ask- 
ing permis ion of the Russian authorities, aad so. 
without coming undor Russian control, The 
chief inspector of the Insurance Company 
“Russie” has accordingly requosted General 
Alexieff to investigate this scundal and take 
measures to remedy it. The General delegated 
the enquiry to the Civil Commissioner, who bas 
reported in effect that the agents and sub-agents 
of foreign insurance companies, masking their 
operatious by means of all sorts, have succeeded 
in persusding a large nomber of inexporienced 
clients to'take out policies of insurance. To 
remedy this, it is proposed to pass a law pro- 
hibiting advances on avy property insured ina 
foraign company. Tt is very certain that our 
predictions will be fultilled that the gradual 
conrolidstion of the Russian held over 
Manchuria will be accompanied by the gradual 
closing of tlie“ Open Door,” which is now nob 
much more than a-jar—N.-C. Daily News,
